Critics spanning the political

Orrin Hatch, a conser 
vative Republican from Utah, 
said a president could use the 
enhanced veto as an ‘extortion 
device’’ with Capitol Hill.

Among other things, the 
amendment would allow the 
president to form two acts in 
addition to his normal blanket 
veto powers: state which items 
should be removed from a bill, 
or which items should be 
reduced in overall dollars. 

Congress could overturn the 
president’s line item veto by a 
simple majority vote in both 
chambers, thereby keeping an 
important check on the execu- 
tive, Simon and Dixon said. Nor- 
mally, two-thirds of the House 
and Senate are required to over- 
ride a veto. ~ 

“It's one piece in the puzzle. It 
is a sensible piece of the puz- 
zle,"" Simon said. ‘‘The reality is 
that we have to find some tools 
to get ahold of fiscal reality."’ 

In fiscal 1988 ending last Sep- 
tember, the federal government 
spent $1.06 trillion, leaving a 
$155 billion deficit. 

The U.S. national debt — the 
net sum of federal deficits since 
President George Washing- 
ton — is $2.6 trillion, according

Simon said the line item veto 
could serve to brake unneeded 
federal spending. He said Illinois 
Gov. James R. Thompson has 
saved state taxpayers $2.84 bil- 
lion in the last seven years by 
using his selective veto powers. 

“It works at the state level. It 
will work at the federal level,” 
said Dixon, a former secretary 
of state of Illinois. ‘‘The line 


item veto, with a simple-majori- 
ty override, is an important and 
useful contribution to the Consti- 
tution.” 

In addition to Reagan and 
President George Bush, former 
presidents Richard Nixon and 
Geratd Ford support the line 
item veto. Former President 
Jimmy Carter opposes it. 

Congressional support for the 
line item veto amendment 
doesn’t split along liberal and 
conservative lines. Because of 
that, a top Simon aide wouldn’t

Hatch, who wants to restrain 
federal spending to balance the 
budget, lashed out at the line 
item veto.

“I think it would result in a 
massive shift in power from the 
legislative branch to the execu- 
tive branch,’’ he said, mention- 
ing former President Lyndon 
Johnson as an example of a 
chief executive who shouldn’t 
have selective veto powers.

However, an NRA spokesman 
disputed Atwood’s claims. 

“We do not oppose all legisla- 
tion regarding the control of 
guns. There are several laws we 
as an organization support,’’ said 
John Lenzi, researcher and wri 
er with the Institute For Legisla- 
tive Action, the NRA’s political 
arra 

The NRA favors restrictions 
on the purchase of guns by con- 
victed felons, by people deemed 
medically incompetent and by 
those under a specific age, 
which varies from state to state, 
Lenzi said. 

But Lenzi said the NRA is 
opposed to other restrictive 
laws, for example lengthening of 
the waiting period to buy a gun, 
because such laws do -not 
address what the NRA considers 
the real issue — crime. 

“There is not one city or one 
state that has experienced a 
decrease in the crime rate 
because of gun-control laws,”’ 
Lenzi said. ‘The real issue is 
crime, not guns, and we ought to 
be addressing the real issue.’’ 

FBI statistics show there is at 
least one firearm in half of the 
homes in the United States and a 
handgun in one out of every four 
homes, he said. 

“The overwhelming ‘majority 
of these people are not a prob- 
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lem to society and never will 
be,”’ Lenzi said. 

Atwood, of the anti-gun coali- 
tion, held meetings with repre- 
sentatives of several local reli- 
gious groups and said he is 
hopeful they will band together 

“It seems like there is a pret- 
ty good chance that they will 
I'm pretty confident,” he said 

Atwood said he hopes the new- 
ly formed group’s actions will 
include letter-writing campaigns 
to politicians and newspapers, 
demonstrations at the con- 
vention, teach-ins and worship 
services. 

“We are not criticizing the 
right of the NRA to exist. We 
just think they are being unrea- 
sonable regarding their stand on 
gun control,’’ Atwood said 
“They are opposed to any type 
of control whatsoever. It’s just 
absurd.”’ 

Like Lenzi, Atwood cited FBI 
statistics to support his cause. 

The FBI Uniform Crime 
Reports for the years 1963 
through 1973 show that 46,121

Faculty at Washington University. 
shocked by plan to drop sociology ©

Washington University’s 
announcement April 11 that the 
school’s sociology department 
will be discontinued after the 
1990-91 academic year has shock- 
ed faculty and students in the 
program. 

“Obviously we are quite dis- 
mayed,"’ said Marvin Cum 
mings, a professor of sociology 
and chairman of the department. 
“We've received that same 
response (shock) from students 
and people in other disciplines.” 

The closing of the department 
will leave the St. Louis area 
without a doctoral program in 
sociology. 

In addition, no unde: duate 
students at Washington Universi- 
ty will be able to declare a soci- 
ology major after June 1 

Martin H. Israel, dean of the 
Faculty of Arts and Sciences, 
said the department is being 
phased out because the universi- 
ty wants to put its resources 


elsewhere. 

“It’s mainly a choice of how 
to allocate resources,’ Israel 
said. “It (sociology) is a small 
department and relatively weak 
from a scholarly point of view." 

Israel said the department 
lacked depth, and that no doctor- 
al candidates have been admit- 
ted in the sociology program in 
three years. 

“We will be doing less but 
doing it better, instead of trying 
to do everything,” he said. 

Despite that explanation, some 
faculty members are conc: 
that closing the department will 
affect how the university is per- 
ceived in the academic commu- 
nity, Cummings said. 

“Washington University likes 
to eémpare itself with other uni- 
versities like the Northwest- 
erns...and the Cornells,’” Cum- 
mings said. “‘All of them have 
sociology departments. 

“Myself, and my colleagues, 
see it as a serious diminishment 
(in reputation) ."" 

The sociology department has 


seven full-time fatulty members, 
three of whom are tenured, and 
three staff members, Israel said 

“At one time, it had up to 25 
staff members, he said 

During the 1960s, the universi 
ty’s sociology. department was 
highly eae Israel said. But 
it has suffered a gradual decline 
in recent years, he said. 

“—'ve heard various stories 
about what happened, but what- 
ever happened was well before I 
had this office,” Israel said. ‘‘I 
would rather not speculate as to 
the hows and whys of that.’” 

Israel was appointed acting 
dean of the faculty of arts and 
sciences in March 1987 and was 
named dean in July 1988, he 
said. 

Some faculty members, who 
declined to be identified, said the 
university administration has 
itself to blame for the decline in 
the sociology program. 

Conservative politics within 
the university administration put 
pressure on faculty members to

the stadium. But unlike existing 
legislation that would require 
each of the three jurisdictions to 
pay a flat $4 million annually for 
construction of the stadium, the 
amendment would call for pay- 
ments that would depend- 
ing on how much revenue a fed- 
eral formula determines each 
jurisdiction receives from the 
stadium's use. 

In fact, the city could end up 
making a profit on the financing 
plan. Murray said that if the for- 
mula determines there is more 
than a $12 million benefit from 
the facility, the city would 
receive the amount in excess of 
$12 million. 

“They're taking a. risk (by 
subleasing the stadium), so they 
would be in line for some 
reward,” Murray said. 

Overall, the plan ‘‘removes 
the risk of lost revenue’ for gov- 
ernments that would be called 
upon to finance the project, Mur-

Johnetta Randolph. Haley 
always sees the possibilities. 

Her hopeful. spirit and deter- 
mined leadership have brought 
vitality to the East St. Louis 
Center, a community center 
bperated under the auspices of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

They have also brought her 
the 1988 Woman of Achievement 
Award for education. _ 

In a city where life is often 
fraught with hardship, the center 


gives le an opportuni- 
fy to build futures. 


There was a time wher those 
associated with the program felt 
it had little chance ‘for success, 
recalls George Mitchom, com- 
munity consultant at the center. 

“They don’t say that any- 
more,” he says, 

Since Haley became director 
in 1982, the cemter’s budget has 
tripled, says Emmet Beetner, 
assistant director. New pro- 
grams began. Those already 
established grew. 

- The center is home to the 
state’s third-largest Head Start 
program for children ages 3 to 5. 

A child development program 
provides day-care services for 
168 children, Elementary, junior 
high and high school students 
benefit from academic and 
career programs. 

The Katherine Dunham Center 


for the Performing Arts offers 
instruction in dance and theater: 

Among a it of other pro- 
grams are“a dental clinic, a 
library and a referral service for 
the community's disabled. i 

Staff members attribute much 
of the center’s success to Haley. 

“Jf there is a person you could 
describe as a mover and a Shak- 
er, that’s her,”” Mitchom says. 

Asa young girl. growing up in 
southern Illinois, Haley dreamed 
of becoming a teacher. Her 
career aspirations were strongly 
influen by her mother, Willye 
Smith Randolph; a teacher and 
1913 graduate of Lincoln Univer- 
sity. 

“My prayers as a little girl 
were to a teacher,"’ says Hal- 
ey, a professor of music at 
SIUE. 

Haley, 66, was named Johnetta 
for her father, the Rev. John 
Randolph, a minister in southern 
Illinois for 50 years. 

She graduated from Lincoln 
High School in East St. Louis. 
Like her mother, she attended 
Lincoln University, where she 
earnéd a bachelor’s degree in 
music. She returned to Lincoln 
High to teach music from 1945- 
48. She later taught in Kirkwood, 
Mo., schools. 

As a_black teacher in the 
1950s, Haley encountered racial 
discrimination. When the choral 
groups she directed stopped to 
eat while traveling, Haley 


waited outside restaurants where 
she was not welcome. 

About 1,500 parents at a Kirk- 
wood junior high school signed 
petitions gain they -did not 
want their children to be taught 
by Haley- and three other black 
teachers. 

The incident occurred about 
the-time—of the G-S--Supreme 
Court’s Brown vs. Board of Edu- 
cation decision, which declared 
racial segregation in public 
sehools illegal. 

In time, Haley won the confi- 
dence of pesca through her 
exceptional teaching skills, but 
the incident hurt nonetheless. 

She says she never became 
bitter, largely because of her 

ringing. 


“My parents did not talk 
about races or colors of people 
in our home,’’ she said. 

“They also taught us black 
history, and made us very proud 
of who we were. They made us 
feel we could achieve anything 
we wanted to.”” 

Among her achievements, Hal- 
ey recently was selected as 
chairman of the Illinois Commit- 
tee on Black Concerns in Higher 
Education. 

She is a member of the Board 
of Trustees of Stillman College 
in Tuscaloosa, Ala., and recently 
was elected the first woman 
president of the congregation at 
St. Philips Lutheran Church in 
St. Louis.

Donna Wilkinson likes to think 
of herself as a team player, and 
as such shares with fellow volun- 
teers any recognition she may 
receive for her community work. 

But co-workers who nominated 
her as a 1989 Woman of Achieve- 
ment say Wilkinson's fund-rais- 
ing successes qualify her for 
most valuable player. 

Fellow workers estimate that 
Wilkinson’s skills have alowed 
her to raise an estimated 
$500,000 over the last 11 years. 

Wilkinson, 39, who is being 
recognized in the category of 
community service, moved to St. 
Louis 11 years ago and now 
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plays leadership roles in numer- 
ous civic organizations. 

“This is a collective recogni- 
tion of everybody who has made 
an effort,” said Wilkinson, who 
lives in the city’s Central West 
End. . 

She currently serves on the 
board of directors for the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, the Masters & 
Johnson Institute, the St. Louis 
Opera Theater, the St Louis Rep- 
ertory Theater and Dance St. 
Louis. 

She also has been involved 
with the St. Louis Art Museum, 
the St. Louis Symphony, the 
Mental Health Association, the 
National Council for the Arts 
and the Missouri Arts Council. 
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She said she tries to be under- 
standing and respectful of other 
people. “‘This is something that 
goes hand in hand...in any volun- 
teer organization each person 
has different thoughts, perspec- 
tives and values that all need to 
be considered,’’ Wilkinson said. 

Fellow workers describe her 
as a professional who works 
“titelessly and endlessly’’ to 
improve the lives of others. 


Elizabeth Gentry Sayad, a 1977 
Woman of Achievement, said 
Wilkinson’S most outstanding 
quality is her willingness to give 
up her own time to others. ‘The 
selfless, tireless giving of her 
time and energy for the benefit 
of worthy causes is wonderful,” 





said Sayad, a co-worker, who 
nominated her. 

Charles MacKay, general 
director of Opera eater of St. 
Louis, said Wilkinson’s ability to 
make firm and practical deci- 
sions is another one of her attri 
butes. 

He described her as ‘‘gra- 
cious” and one whose decisions 
are based. on logic. 

She gives special attention and 
detail to everything she is 
involved. in, MacKay said. 

She grew up in Hafbert, 
Mich., a town of 300 people in 
the southwestern part of the 
state, and was elected mayor on 
Student Government Day. 

She attended Mic! an State 
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University and earned a bache- 
lor’s degree in political science 
as well as serving as president 
of the women’s group on cam- 
pus. 

After graduating she ran for a 
seat on the urfiversity’s board of 
trustees. She lost the election, 
but the experience she gained 
from the statewide campaigning 
and being able to meet a diverse 
group of people was invaluable 
to her, she said. 

“It opened my eyes even 
more...and showed me that all

Keith Jarrett - 
improvises 
live-on latest

Few artists put more’on the 
line than pianist Keith Jarrett. 
Occasionally his live-recorded 
improvisations become bold 

litions into western music’s 
ious stream. 

“‘Dark Intervals,’’ Jarfett’s 
latest from ECM, is his most 
compact solo concert i 
to te. Jazz fams may reca! 
that it was Jarrett who turned 
out the 10-disc ‘Sun Bear Con- 
certs’’ in 1976. 

Like the *‘Sun Bear Concerts,”’ 
“‘Dark Intervals” was recorded 
in Japan — on this occasion 
before a live audience in Tokyo’s 
Suntery Hall. Most of the eight 
Pieces carry titles that have a 
unifying concept. Perhaps influ- 
enced by his Japanese hosts, 
titles like ‘‘Hymn,"’ ‘‘Ritual 
Prayer’’ and “‘Recitative’’ sug- 
gest formal ceremony. 

“Opening” is rooted in the 
glimmering impressionistic har- 
monies of Maurice Ravel and 
Claude Debussy. However this 
lengthy piece (12 minutes, 51 
seconds) ‘banks into dark, turbu- 
lent clouds, becoming propulsive 
and hypnotic. It is tint boggling 
to think that Jarrett is making it 
up as he goes along. 

Few musicians venture into 
the concert hall or the recording 
studio with less of a game plan 
than this 43-year-old artist from 
Allentown, Penn. He’s something 
of a musical medium, unparal- 
leled in western music 

Jarrett was the recipient of 
two 1988 Grammy nominations. 
“Still Live,’’ a two-disc record- 
ing of a Keith Jarrett Trio con- 
cert (with bassist Gary Peacock 
and drummer Jack DeJohnette) 
‘was nominated for best jazz a 
formance/group, instrumental. A 
Jarrett recording of Bach's, 
‘‘Well Tempered Clavier,’’ 
received a nomination for best 
classical performance without an 
orchestra. 

“‘Dark Intervals’’ finds him 
generating some of his most 
iynamic solo piano music.

She adds it to counter the 
effects of cooking sauerkraut, as 
well as peppers stuffed with a 
tomato and ground beef filling.
